He was • lon^ 
time governor of his state and stands 
well with the best people in Ttnnessee, 
and is regarded as a skilltul diplomat 
and accomplished gentleman. 

James A. McKenzie, who goes to 
Peru, has the reputation ot bemjS the 
best story teller in Kentucky.

Pierce M. B. Young, who goes to 
Guatamala and Honduras as nunister, 
lean ex-officeholder ot the Cleveland 
administration but the point is made 
that this time he is nom i nated to a dif- 
ferent office than that he formerly held 
so that the rule, it is said, Is not vio- 
lated in his case. Ha was a brilliant 
Confederate cavalry commander during 
the war and also served In congress. 

Edwin Dun, the new Japanese minis- 
ter, is at p;resent secretarv of legation 
there, having been appointed byjPrett-' 
dent Cleveland and oeen so efleient 
that he was retained by President Har- 
rison.

Cleveland, March 31.— Judge Ricks 
of the United States court is home from 
Toledo, and is biisily engaged in prepar- 
ing his forthcoming; decision in the con- 
tempt cases of the Lake Shore engineers 
and firemen, which he will deliver at 
Toledo next Monday morning at 9 
o'clock.. 

Judge . Ricks said last night that 
Judge Taft was preparing the decision 
in the case agunst Chief Arthur, and 
both would be delivtrad hj him at the 
above time.

l<or does tlie treaty of IKi.'i, between 
England and Russia, relate in any way 
to the IJelirintr sea. But >vere all this 
not triif, it would yet be the duty of 
England to co-opeiate with tlie I'nited 
States in iirotecting the rookeries from 
dejiredntion by vessels of cither nation. 

England's claims virtually anionnt to 
a denial in toto of all the points made 
laj the Un ited BUtea.

If this is the whole end of the pro- 
ceeding this court could in no case look 
at the complaint to see wh( thei- it con- 
ferred upon the court jurisdiction to au- 
point a receiver.

The members a ro en- 
titled to receive the full .tl.ooii iit the 
end of seven years. The aiipelh-es hold 
the complaint dot s not show insolvency. 
It must go further and show that mem- 
bers are refusing or threatening to re- 
fuse to pay tneir assessments. Bat 
this is not the contract, the brief 
says. 

The law of the order says that '.20 per 
cent of every assessment shall be set 
apart and retained as a reserve fund. 
^lany lertificale holders perfectly un- 
derstood tliat tlu ir only chance of a 
profitable investment was that others 
might prove less able than thenisidves 
to stand freiiueut assi ssmeiits.
